“Pitted against the best the Ger 
mans and Italians could offer you 
have been unfailingly successful. 
The rapidity of your dash which 
culminated in the capture ol 
Palermo was equalled by the doc 
ged tenacity with which you 
stormed Troina and captured Mes 
sina. 

“The engineers performed prodi 
gies in construction and mainte 
nance of impossible roads over 
impassable country. The services 
of maintenance and supply per 
formed a miracle.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—(P)—A 
pin hole in one of those new card- 
board benefit checks. mailed 


monthly to dependents of soldiers 
sailors and marines can literally 
jam up the works of the Federal 
Reserve banking system—and fre- 
quently does. 

Mutilation of checks has be- 
came such a headache to the gov- 
ernment check department of the 
two Federal Reserve banks paying 
off these benefits that a special 
plea was made today asking bene- 
ficiaries, tradespeople and banks 
handling these Treasury Depart- 
ment drafts to treat them with 
extreme care. 

Don’t jam them on a spike: 
don’t fold them, and don’t allow 
them to become torn or jagged 
around the edges, Federal Reserve 
officials warned. 

Top-speed efficiency in making 
cash immediately available can 
only be maintained if the bene- 
ficiary, and every other person 
handling such checks, co-operates 
to keep them intact. 

“Ordinary care by each person 
handling the’: checks until they 
are returned to the Federal Re- 
,serve Bank for final payment,” 
explained Insley 3. Smith, man- 
ager of the government check de- 
partment of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, “will allow 
one counting machine to do the 
work required by 30 girls and in 
addition, hours of labor on a mu- 
tilated check.”

ities,” a USES spokesman said. 
The service has found that the 
majority of the discharged veter-

Great care is taken to assure 


each veteran of the service the 
USES offers, and in order to ac- 
quaint him with the facilities, in- 
terviewers are sent from the Vet- 
erans’ Service to Army and Navy 
hospitals to interview veterans 
about to be discharged. 

The veterans of this war are 
still young and, except in rare 
cases, disabilities are not suffi- 
ciently serious to prevent them 
from enjoying a normal] life.

By the end of 1943,. approxi- 
mately 600,000 men will have 
been released from military serv- 
ice because of disability, the War 
Man-Power Commission esti- 
mated. 

During the first seven months 
of this year a total of 612 disabled 
veterans of the present war and 
World War I were placed in jobs 
through the Atlanta USES, and a 
total of 127 persons in July, with 
100 placements already made this 
month.

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Congressional Complexities 

Millions of income tax payers are now Tre- 
ceiving the blanks, through the mails, on which 
they will have to make estimated tax returns 
not later than September 15. Most of them 
will find, to their surprise, that they must 
make a substantial tax payment on that date, 
and another on December 15. Many who had 
believed the 20 per cent withholding tax which 
became operative on July 1, took care of their 
income tax obligation, will be surprised to find 
this is not sufficient. Likewise will they be 
surprised to find that the withholding tax 
does not include the five per cent Victory tax 
which formerly was deducted from salary 
checks and wage envelopes. 

While the form which must be returned to 
the tax collector, together with check, on 
September 15 is very short and looks quite 
simple, the accompanying form on which the 
taxpayer will work out his own estimates and 
tax returns, is one of the most complicated 
and confusing yet devised. Many a headache 
will result, even for those whose sole income 
is salary and who, therefore, have found income 
tax returns reasonably simple in the past. 

When congress was asked, last year, to enact 
the Rumi plan, it was a simple, straight-for- 
ward proposal. However, with that penchant 
for making even the simplest pieces of legisla- 
tion complicated, the bill finally passed con- 
tained so many added conditions and clauses 
that the result is a taxpayer’s nightmare. 

The average citizen is quite willing to pay 
whatever taxes are needed for the successful 
prosecution of the war, provided only that he 
is financially able to pay them and at the 
same time meet basic costs of living. But the 
complexities that have been woven into the 
making of tax returns quite understandably 
irritate him exceedingly. 

The same average citizen cannot understand 
why congress does not act in straight-forward 
and simple manner; simply say that a definite 
percentage of earnings or income in each 
income-bracket is necessary, withhold it all 
at source and be satisfied. The tangle of 
trouble now forced upon every taxpayer does 
not increase revenue one penny, it serves no 
end of justice and its sole tangible result is 
to provide work for a lot of so-called “tax 
experts” and force the taxpayer to the expense 
of hiring such men; an expense that would 
never occur if congress hadn’t indulged its 
familiar penchant for turning what could be 
a first-grade sum in arithmetic into a problem 
of involved logarithms calling for potential 
Einsteins for solution.

The Same Old Fiction 

A glance at the map of the city of Berlin 
shows it dotted, all over its area, with military 
targets. War factories, military headquarters, 
air fields, railroad yards end other transporta- 
tion centers. The number of completely legiti- 
mate military targets in the capital city of 
the Reich must number well toward a hundred 
—or more. 

On Monday night 700 RAF bombing planes 
dropped more than 2,000 tons of bombs on 
Berlin. An area miles square was observed in 
flames, smoke billowed into the air to the 
height of three miles. 

And the German high command said the 
destruction occurred “in the residential quar- 
ters and to public buildings and hospitals.” 

If the Nazis expect anyone to believe that 
they must be utterly stupid. Even had the 
bombers tried to avoid military targets, they 
could not fail to hit many of them. Inevitably 
civilians living in the areas around such targets 
suffer. It is possible, in such a night raid, 
that some bombs hit hospitals, if the Germans 
are foolish enough to locate their hospitals 
near war factories. 

Berlin is a legitimate target. It. will be 
plastered with bombs until it is wiped out, as 
Hamburg was wiped out. If German civilians 
believe the stuff handed out by their own 
leaders, they will seek refuge in the war 
factories, military headquarters and air bases, 
According to the Nazis these spots are miracul- 


. i 


ously immune from damage. The most dan- 
gerous places to be are, again according to the 
Nazis, “residences, public buildings and hos- 
pitals.” 

It is, once more, an example of Nazi fiction, 
without even the redeeming quality of plausi- 
bility.

Tubercular Clinic 

Creation of a surgical clinic at the Battle 
Hill Tuberculosis sanitarium marks an impor- 
tant addition to Atlanta’s forces fighting the 
white plague. 

Modern developments in methods for halt- 
ing or curing the ravages of tuberculosis in the 
individual patient have involved more than 
ever before the use of surgery. The surgeon’s 
scalpel has been enlisted, with splendid results, 
to fight alongside the therapeutic agencies of 
rest, good food and fresh air. 


Hitherto patients at Battle Hill needing 
surgical treatment have been taken to other 
hospitals. With. all local hospitals taxed to 
capacity to take care of other patients, the 
new Battle Hill equipment will serve to relieve, 
to some extent, the pressure on hospital 
resources. 

Atlanta’s greatest surgeons will give their 
services free, at Battle Hill, as they are 
required. 

The war on tuberculosis has made great 
forward strides in recent years. There is now 
reason to hope that, eventually, it may be 
wiped out. Institutions such as Battle Hill 
constitute the front line in society's war 
against this disease.

All Germany has been placed in control 
of Heinrich Himmler, the ruthless, crue] head 
of the Gestapo. In a governmental shake- 
up Himmler was named minister of the interior 
and “chief of the Reich administration.” Only 
labor was exempt from the Gestapo authority, 
this branch being placed under the “immediate 
control” of Hitler himself. It is doubtful if 
labor’s future is any less dark than that of the 
rest of the German population. 

In the shift of high government officials 
there is seen evidence of growing panic among 
the German people as the British and Ameri- 
can air forces devastate their cities and as 
the Russian armies press forward from the 
east. 

If Himmler carries out the same iron hand 
tactics with the Germans as a whole as he 
has in the Nazi-occupied lands of Europe, the 
change simply means that all hints of war- 
weariness, of desire for surrender, of rebellion 
against their Nazi masters, will be heartlessly 
suppressed. 

With Hamburg wiped from the map, with 
German industry and transportation reeling 
under the continuous blows,from the air, with 
Berlin tasting the opening chapters of the 
same fate that befell Hamburg, the German 
people will be held relentlessly to the fire 
by the Gestapo, forced to die in terror, just 
that the inevitable retribution, that awaits the 
Nazi gangsters may be deferred a little longer.

A newspaper 
office is a nat- 
ural receptacle 


for complaints and charges. It is 
not unusual to receive letters, 
usually anonymous, purporting to 
be written by some prisoner and 
telling lurid details of brutality 
by warden or guards. 

A good proportion of these 
must, of course, be discounted. 
Some of them are undoubtedly in- 
spired less by truth than by the 


desire of some convict to “get 
even” with a disliked guard. 

Even though you make full al- 
lowance for the unreliability of 
source, especially of letters un- 
signed, the uneasy suspicion re- 
mains there is a modicum of 
truth. And even a small resi- 
due of truth in such uncomfort- 
able letters is too serious a thing 
to be allowed to continue. 

Leaving aside, for the moment, 
the question of whether prison 
camps can ever be satisfactory 
places of penal confinement, un- 
doubtedly one of the roots of the 
trouble lies in the small wages 
paid prison guards. Not only is 
the job unpleasant for any normal 
man, but it is just about as poorly 
paid as any. The result is that 
many, not all but a good propor- 
tion, of the guards at such camps 
are men of rather low intelligence 
and men not at all fitted for the 
job of overseers for others who 
have violated the laws of the 
state. So long as he can find other 
employment the average, normal 
man would probably prefer not to 
be a prison camp guard, regard- 
less of the pay. And how can you 
expect to restore law violators 
to normal, decent ways of life if 
the men put over them are not 
normal themselves? 


A Tour Made 


Some Years Ago. , 

Whether there has been much 
change in the prison camps of re- 
cent years I do not know. How- 
ever, perhaps ten years ago or 
more, I visited many state and 
county. camps, traveling with an 
investigatory committee from the 
legislature. And conditions seen 
then were, in many camps, little, 


if any, sort of shocking. 
A few years prior to that tour,

the then Governor, Hardwick, had 
issued an executive order banning 
the use of the whip as an instru- 
ment for disciplining convicts in 
Georgia. There was, properly, 
much rejoicing among decent peo- 
ple, at that time, at this ending 
of a relic of barbaric cruelty which 
— have been abolished long 
ore, * 


However, within a few months 

after this Governor’s order, sto 
ries began to circulate about new 
methods of punishment, devised 
by various prison wardens, to re- 
place the whip on which they had 
previously relied. And these sto- 
ries indicated that some of the 
new devices smacked of torture 
machines of the middle ages and 
were, if possible, even worse than 
the whip. 
_ Well, we investigated. We vis- 
ited many camps, coming to each 
one unheralded and unannounced. 
Some we found that offered abso- 
lutely no grounds for criticism. 

But others shocked us by evi- 
dence of brutality.

We saw the stocks, a device 
which holds a man immovable, 
seated upon the narrow edge of 
an upturned 1x1l0-inch plank for 
as long as the warden wills. A 
device which could easily send 
any man insane. Remember, he 
is forced to sit, in a strained, un- 
natural position, in hot sun, un- 
able to move his hands to drive 
away the flies or other insects, 
for perhaps an hour or two at a 
time. It reminds of the tortures 
invented by Japanese barbarians. 

We saw sweatboxes, hot, small 
boxes where men were held, in 
ovenlike temperature, for an en- 
tire day or longer. 

We saw devices by which men 
were suspended so that only their 
toes could touch the ground. 

We saw men working at heav- 
iest labor with iron collars around 
their necks and lengths of heavy 
chain wound around their waists. 

We saw some _ unspeakable 
things. 

That was 10 or more years ago. 
I hope conditions are better to- 
day. 

But, improved or not, I hold 
strong conviction that the reforms 
sought by Governor Arnall in 
Georgia’s prison system have long 
been needed in the name of mer- 
cy,’ of justice and of simple hu- 
manity.

BONNET conse. peopht tell ms 
Attend that they get tired of 
reading about unions, 
unions, unions in these dispatches 
and ask why I don’t throw that 
change of pace more often. 

Well, you go ahead and get tired 
and turn to the funnies, but I am 
telling you that you had better 
pay attention to what goes on or 
you will make up some morning 
to learn that it has happened here. 
They work while you sleep and 
while you listen to the soap 
operas and read the comics. 

Here is something that has hap- 
pened in the last week in New 
York: 

Sidney Hillman, president of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
of the CIO, has proposed that 
every trade union in the state of 
New York, CIO, AFL, the rail- 
road brotherhoods and all others, 
shall affiliate with the so-called 
American Labor Party and pay 
into the party’s treasury a per 
capita tax based on their mem- 
bership. He further proposes that 


all state and county committees 
be composed primarily of repre- 
sentatives of the affiliating un- 
ions, pledged to carry party poli- 
cies as determined by these repre- 
sentatives. 

Now this so-called party is not 
American but European. That 
must be emphasized. It is almost 
one-half Communist and the so- 
called right wing is no further to 
the right than Socialism. Much of 
its membership is European by 
birth and subject to the European 
huddling or herd political instinct, 
and many of its bosses are Euro- 
pean who bring to their unions 
and their political careers in this 
country the philosophies and 
methods of the Old World, the in- 
sistence on “security” for the doc- 
ile, the weak and the unventure- 
some at the expense of freedom, 
individuality and opportunity for 
all. 

They bring to American union 
affairs and politics also a cunning 
deviousness which has never been 
more shockingly expressed than in 
this proposal by Hillman, a man 
who nevertheless has enjoyed the 
favor of the New Deal and, in the 
early stages of our war effort was 
given outright political recognition 
by President Roosevelt through 
appointment to an important po- 
sition of authority over American 


workmen everywhere.

a union or you can’t work for 
your living. You simply have to 
join and pay and submit to the 
authority and discipline of the un- 
ion. It means that, under this 
authority and discipline you must 
not buy certain prescribed goods 
and can be fired from membership 
if you do or in some unions, even 
if some member of your family 
should buy goods blacklisted for 
any reason, gdod or bad, legiti- 
mate or crooked. It means that 
you must renounce your right to 
appeal. to the public courts for 
redress of wrongs inflicted by 
the boss unioneers until you have 
first fought your way through all 
the dragging processes of the un- 
ion’s courts and then may be 
thrown out, anyway, for appeal- 
ing to the public courts, 


All right, to work 
You Must you have to join 


‘Contribute 24 then, in order 
to 


remain a mem- 

ber in good standing and retain 
your right to work, you must pay 
a per capita contribution to a po- 
litical organization which is not a 
party but a conspiracy against 
Americanism, to finance the at- 
tack on your American liberties. 
No matter how strongly you may 
oppose the purposes of this Euro- 
pean organization you must give 
your money to promote its pro- 
gram or be thrown out of work in 
your own United States. 

Is this Americanism or Fascism? 

It is pure Fascism, right out of 
Mussolini’s book, for Mussolini’s 
labor front, composed of unions 
called syndicates, had precisely 
the same system. The Fascist 
party controlled the unions just 
as the so-called American Labor 
party control all the unions in 
the state of New York and, pres- 
ently, in Jersey and Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania and, eventually, 
it hopes, in the whole nation. And 
the Fascist party maintained it- 
self in large part by dipping into 
the union treasuries. That is ex- 
actly what Sidney Hillman is pro- 
posing here and that course, if 
adopted, would be put over on 
the rank and file by those union 
politicians whom Hillman calls 
the “representatives” of the un- 
ions.

ONE WORD MORE

19 TO 1 _ I stood there watching the huge drum revolve. A man 

walked about testing valves, looking at gauges and dials, 

A tall Negro stood atop a truck load of sericia lespedeza, watch- 

ing with fascinated eyes the finger of a dial which read, “Feed 
More” ,.. and then moved on slowly to read, “Feed Less.” 

You could tell he was wondering how it 
was a dial knew whether the maw of the big 
drum had as much as it could digest or not. 

But he forked, eyes on the dial and off the 
dial only enough to see that the fork of lespe- 
deza was hitting the carrier belt. 

It was something new. This tall Negro was 
not the only person whose eyes were wide open. 

What he was looking at was, in this order: 

The first hay dehydrator in Georgia. 

The first hay dehydrator in the cotton states. 

The first hay dehydrator in the southeast. 
And, as far as I can find, the first one in the 
southwest, although there may be one or two 
in Texas. 

Twenty of them were manufactured and sold 
this year. Nineteen of them went into the 
middle west and California. Others, in past 
years, have been going into those states. This 
year one of them was put on a Georgia farm. 

Cason Callaway purchased one and it has been installed and had 
its first work day on Tuesday last. It is a ponderous, huge ma- 
chine and it costs, installed, about $75,000. Yet, if there is kudzu, 
lespedeza, Sudan grass or any other of the superior hays in suffi- 
cient quantity, that machine will more than pay for itself in one 
six months’ season. 


1 HOUR—6,000 LBS. OF WATER The hay goes into one end 

of the machine, passing 
through choppers which cut it into small bits before it falls into 
the huge drum of the dehydrator. 

That drum removes 6,000 pounds of water per hour. That's 
three tons of water an hour. 

In a 24-hour span of operating at capacity, 100 tons of wet hay 
would produce not quite 25 tons of the dry product. 

That dry product is greem. When it cures in the field, it loses 
food value in direct proportion to the amount of greenness it loses. 

There is today a very real shortage of legume leaf meal. Good 
poultry mash needs to be about 5 to 8 per cent legume leaf meal. 
The shortage of the product today is so acute that there is no storage 
of it. It hardly hits the sack before it is sent on in shipment. Because 
there is some hay for cattle and because there is so little for poultry, 
the latter need will get all the legume hay for the duration. 

The machine is one of the modern-day marvels, The hay goes 
in at one end and is dried out as it moves through the tremendous 
drum. It then is blown into other choppers and reduced to meal. 
As such it falls into sacks and is ready to go to the poultry feed 
companies for mixing into prepared feeds. 

The meal is a deep green. The minerals, vitamins, and all food 
values are in it. The sun has taken hone. 

There has to be planning. This machine, the first one and the 
only one in the southeast, sits in the center of the legume fields on 
the Callaway farm. Before it was bought the fields were planned. 
They were ready when the machine arrived. : 


FOR THE FARMER iI never visit the Callaway farm but that 

I experience mingled joy and depres- 
sion. He took some of the worst land in Georgia. Today it is some 
of the best. He had the capital to finance his plans. He had in- 
formation available to all. 

He farms,strictly “by the book.” His results are phenomenal. 

You’ see, going over his farm, what farming could be, You stand 
before his dehydrator or some of his farming practices and you curse 
all those politicians whose platform has been to “help” the farmer. 
They have helped him with promises and with pats on the back 
and with an occasional spectacular reduction in an already small tax. 

Not until the past 10 years have businessmen actually become 
interested in the farmer. Credit is easier for him now. It was not 
easy—that is, the proper sort of credit was not easy—until the 
government stepped in. ‘ 

No one helped him. No one is helping him much right now. 

Five of these hydrators such as Cason Callaway has would sup- 
ply all the poultry feed needed in Georgia. It would, at the same 
time, supply a ready cash market. Sericia lespedeza is a perennial. 
It seeds itself. Kudzu lasts forever. The roots of the former go 
down about 17 inches; the latter 20. They hold soil and, most 
important in a hilly country, rainfall. We have 60 inches of rain 
in Georgia. Little of it is held in the ground. It is.all so simple 
if there is someone to arrange for supervised finance and manage- 
ment. That’s real help. 

Cason Callaway says that farm communities can pool together 
and get such a machine. Or private business—such as put up the 
cotton gins—can ‘put them up and buy the crops or dry it for the 
farmers ata price. If they don’t do it as soon as the war is over— 
or before—then the state ought to do it. We ought not to wait long 
to do this for the farmers of Georgia. Co-operatives, small and 
based only on an actual need, not a possible or theoretical need, can 
do it. Not at once, but by planning the fields and the crops they 
can do it. 

The problems have been so long neglected and so much abused 
that the farmer hasn't much faith in those who speak of helping 
him. I don’t blame him. Mr. Callaway’s example is not an experi- 
ment. It works. Here we have a perfect example of what can be 
done to help the farmer. It will be interesting to see what happens. 
Who will really, intelligently “help”? 


They Can't Fight Harder Unless 
We Pass the Ammunition Faster

Nothing succeeds like success. We have seen it demonstrated all 
our lives. The sight of victory almost within reach is an inspiration 
to every contestant. The prize fighter, realizing that his opponent 
is weakening, rages in for the kill, hitting with both hands with all 
the dynamite he has. 

There is something atavistic about it. The winner, sensing vic- 
tory, instinctively increases his effort. It is as natural and auto- 
matic as it is for the loser te lose heart and hope when he realizes 
that he is beaten. 

Why, then, do some workers—some workers, mind you, not all— 
not only fail to increase their effort but actually slacken their pace 
as the evidence multiplies that victory in Europe is near and certain 
if we strike hard and fast and with ever-increasing power. 

There is only one answer that is psychologically sound. They 
don’t fight harder because they are not in the fight. They are not 
inspired to greater effort by the nearness of victory because they 
haven’t been combatants. They have been bystanders—spectators— 
incidentally helping while earning good pay, but not consciously 
striking blows for freedom. Their skilled hands have been engaged, 
but not their hearts. 

Men passionately devoted to the cause of liberty, and fighting 
tooth and nail to save their homes, do not watch the clock or limit 
their effort. Nof do.they watch the war in idleness, because they 
are able to live without working, and refuse even to buy war bonds. 

These who will not try harder, or try at all, are unwittingly 
prolonging the war. 

We may have reached the point where ultimate victory is almost 
a mathematical certainty, but theré is no certainty about the time 
of it. 

Only this is certain, that on every front and in every battle we 
must win by one of two methodds—by expending men, or by crushing 
the enemy with an overwhelming weight of machines. We have 
won in every instance, and without great cost, when we were able 
to mass death-dealing machinery of such enormous power that 
human flesh could not stand against it. | 

That is the cteap way—to spend money instead of sons. It is 
the quick way. But it depends upon greater and quicker production 
of the machines, and any slowing up of production must inevitably

While the baron lived in this 
comparative luxury his employes 
‘lived in sheds and even caves in

Castle Was Wreck. 


When we arrived the interior of 
|the castle was a wreck. I’ve never 
i'seen such a complete shambles. 
‘Every room was knee-deep in 
‘debris. The enemy had thorough- 
‘ly looted the place before fleeing. 
And servants gave us the shame- 
‘ful news that most of the looting 
and destruction was done by Ital- 
‘ian soldiers rather than German. 
They’d gone through the house 
shelf by shelf, drawer by drawer. 
Expensive dishes were thrown on 
the tile floor, antique vases shat- 
tered, women’s clothes dumped in

Leader of the famed Comman- 
dos, the 43-year-old Mountbatten 
has long been one of the most 
popular of Britain’s royal fighting 
figures and already has had sev- 
eral narrow escapes from death 
during active duty in this war. He 
also saw sea service in the last 
war. 

A cousin of King George VI, he 
emerged from his midshipman 
days as one of the royal navy’s 
“coming men,” served in every- 
thing from submarines to battle- 
ships and labored on the intricate 
problem of naval communications 
in the days when it was strictly in 
the experimental stage. 

While as the firm friend of the 
former Prince of ,Wales he was 
known to the public as something 
of a playboy, Mountbatten always 
has been regarded as a serious 
figure among the British fighting 
men. As a naval officer, he rose 
steadily in the admiralty’s esti- 
mation, and after a tour of duty 
as fleet wireless officer for the 
Mediterranean fleet, he got com-

Mountbatten got her back both 
times. His crew described him as 
a “damned cheerful bloke” in 
rough action and offered to fight 
anyone who hinted that his ad- 
vancement was due to being a 
cousin of the King. 

The Kelly finally went down 
off Crete in April, 1941. Mount- 
batten got the D. S. O. and com- 
mand of the aircraft carrier Ilus- 
trious, then under repair in the 
United States. But he returned 
to London suddenly to assume a 
new secret command which prov- 
ed to be the direction of combined 
operations. As vice admiral and 
honorary lieutenant general and 
air vice marshal, he directed the 
increasing number of raids on the 
continent and handled the train- 
ing of the Commandos who struck 
terror into occupying forces across 
the chanel by their fearsome fo- 
rays. 

Besides his narrow escapes on 
the Kelly, Mountbatten has had 
countless close calls in varied. 
naval actions during the past four 
years. Between campaigns on the 
Kelly, he transferred from ghip 
to ship for independent operations 
along the English seacoast. He 
was second in command of a force 
which bombarded Cherbourg and 
chased enemy destroyers back to 
Brest, and his ship, the Javelin, 
suffered two torpedo hits when 
his flotilla fought a night action 
against German destroyers in the 
channel. 

As chief of the Commandos, he 
gained the most _ international 
fame. Handsome, termed easy to 
get along with by Royal Navy 
men, he is affectionately called 
“Looey” by enlisted men—out of 
his presence. 

When he was appointed to his 
Commando post, British approval 
was as near unanimous as it ever 
had been. Even the labor spokes- 
man, the Daily Herald, applauded 
the nod to the Royal Navy officer. 

During the first World War, he 
was on Admiral Beatty’s flagship, 
the Lion, and was transferred to 
Beatty’s new flagship, Queen Eliz- 
abeth. Later he served in the 
12th Submarine Flotilla and then 
in the Portsmouth Escort F(otilla. 

He is the son of Admiral of the 
Fleet Prince Louis of Battenberg 
and Princess Victoria, the eldest 
daughter of Queen Victoria’s 
daughter, Princess Alice. Thus 
Both he and King George VI are 
great-grandsons of Queen Vic- 
toria. 

Lord Louis was married in 1922 
to Edwina, eldest daughter of the 
late Lord Mount Temple, and they

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 25.—(/)— 
With Nazi machineguns reported 
spotted at strategic points, Copen- 
hagen tonight awaited the climax 
of a 10-day series of sabotage acts 
and clashes between Danes and 
German soldiers. 

As the people’s revolt against 
German occupation and war use 
of Denmark mounted, the Stock- 


holm newspaper Allehanda spec- 
ulated whether the Germans plan- 
ned to institute military control, 
intern King Christian and strip 
the Danish government of its 
powers. 

German Ambassador Werner 
Best met with Danish officials in 
Copenhagen during the day to dis- 
cuss ways to halt the growing 
strife. What action might have 
been decided upon remained to be 
seen. 

King Still Popular. 

The King still is the most pop- 
ular figure in Denmark, and there 
seemed little likelihood here that 
the Germans would risk stirring 
still further revolt among the peo- 
ple by interning the monarch. 

However, the newspaper Afton- 
tidningen reported that the tense 
situation still prevailed in Copen- 
hagen, with only a spark needed 
to touch off a terrific outbreak, 
and that the Germans had mount- 
ed machineguns at key points 
throughout the city. 

Reports from Denmark also said 
that nine acts of sabotage oc- 
curred in the capital city in the 
34-hour period ending last mid- 
night. 

Explosion in Forum. 


Besides an explosion in the huge 
Forum Hall which was being fitted 
to house the growing influx of 
German troops, blasts occurred in 
a factory making electrical parts 
for German airplanes and in an- 
other manufacturing radio appa- 
ratus for the Nazis.

‘Aecursed Land’ by Turin Wife 


WITH THE UNITED STATES 
AMPHIBIOUS FORCES—(Delay- 
ed) —(7)—“‘We are well, but in 
this accursed land being well no 
longer means what it used to.” 

This line, written by a woman 
in Turin to her husband, a soldier 
in Sicily, several months ago gives 
an insight into what Allied bomb- 
ing of Italy has done. 

Turin, a vital manufacturing 
and railroad center in northwest- 
ern Italy, has been plastered with 
bombs many times since. When 
we invaded Sicily we found hun- 
dreds of letters sent to soldiers 
there by residents of Turin and 
near-by towns. 

These letters, strangely enough, 
shawed little doctoring by censor- 
ship. All showed a terrific drop 
in civilian morale and the hope of 
an immediate end of the war. 

The writer mention2d above was 
apparently an intelligent, nervous 
woman with a flair for self-ex- 
Here are some quota- 
tions from her letters.

it would break your heart if you

“It is 16 days now they have 
left us in peace, but only in a 
manner of speaking, for we. are 
no longer safe from one moment 
to another.

war industries in this area. 

Many of the teachers in this 
program, which is sponsored by 
the government and free of 
charge, are skilled workers who 
are paid on an hourly basis. 

Due to the fact workers are not 
taking advantage of the govern- 
ment’s free training and the en- 
rollment in such courses is de- 
creasing constantly, war indus- 
tries have been asked by WMC to 
develop and expand - on-the-job 
and apprenticeship training pro- 
grams, paying the learners small 
wages. After they learn the trade 
chances are they will remain at 
that industry where they are ori- 
entated into the system and policy 
of work, Constangy said. 

Many Trainees. 

Almost two years ago the en- 
gineering, science, management 
war training program was set up 
to train supervisors, technicians 
and specialists for war industries. 
To date more than 8,000 persons 
from this region have been trained 
through this program. 

These courses, offered to per- 
sons with previous college train- 
ing, have provided a great number 
of the chemists in southern muni- 
tions plants, physicists in electrical 
establishments, and engineers and 
supervisors who have proved a 
salvation to war plants and be- 
cause of their essentiality to the 
war program, have been deferred 
from service in the armed forces, 
Constangy added.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday.—I received a notice the other day from 
the National Fire Protection Association telling me that Fire Pree 
vention Week will be observed from October 3 to 9. They sent me 
a number of booklets which show the various 
causes which bring about home fires. 

I am very familiar with most of these causes 
and I realize how hard it is to remember all 


the precautions which should be taken.

lately I was reading that, in the middle of the 
night, a gentleman was found to have fallen 
asleep while smoking. By the time it was dis- 
covered, he had burned a large hole in his mat- 


tress, 


Many times things nearly happen and 


they serve to make us more careful, but we 
really are not as grateful as we should be for 


the tragedies averted.

in the home may be, I think the prevention of forest ‘Sides is of 


even greater importance. 


These fires may burn many homes, but 


even if they do not take human lives and property, the mere burn- 
ing over a wooded area is a great materia] loss to more than one 


generation. 


We, in this country, must be very careless, for as you fly over 
many miles in the United States, you can see below you, over and 
over again, great patches on mountains and hills of charred stumps. 
This often means that before the hillside is reseeded the rains have 
washed the soil away. The mountain is bare and there are floods 
in the valley below. Good soil is washed down into the sea and the 
people have lost a part of their inheritance. 

Many lumbering companies do a wonderful job of cleaning up 
any area they cut and replanting seedlings, so that the land may 


continue to be an asset for future generations. 


Other companies, 


however, are interested only in getting out the lumber which will 


bring them an immediate income. 


These people are the ones who 


despoil our country just as surely as any foreign enemy. 

The CCC boys did a great deal for the areas in which they 
worked on soil conservation and forest preservation, but these boys 
are now in the armed forces, or at work in our rapidly expanding 


industrial setup.

records have been lost in the shuffle of time. 
There is, for instance, scant mention of Nap Rucker in any of 


the record books. 


The late John McGraw once called him one of the finest 
left-handers he ever saw. Rucker pitched for mediocre Brook- 
lyn teams, but he was a standout of his time. 

Whenever anyone inquires about Rucker’s record, it must 
be explained that none of the books include him. He is in 
the limbo of the forgotten in baseball. 

And then there is Sheriff Sherry Smith, who had one of the 
greatest moves to first base of any pitcher who ever lived. He also 
lost a duel to Babe Ruth in the longest World Series game on record. 


It went 14 innings to a 2-1 decision. 


Sherry was pitching for Brook- 


lyn and Ruth for the Red Sox. The hits were six (Ruth) and seven. 

There is, of course, page after page devoted to the brilliance of 
Ruth. He was a great pitcher before he was sold to the Yankees 
as an outfielder for $125,000. Bert Niehoff batted against Ruth in 


the 1915 World Series.

Century Bonded—l00 Proof Bottled in Bond 
Straight Bourbon or Straight Rye Whiskey 


to Missouri’s Bob Steuber at mid- 


ning all the way to the goal line 


the extra point, making the score, 


Collegians Beat Redskins in Grid Thriller, 27-7 


Graham Races oo 


97 Yards for 
Touchdown 


Charlie Trippi Hurt Aft- 
er Making Tackle 
In 3d Period.

EVANSTON, Ill., Aug. 25.—() 
A magnificent team of college 
All-Stars, perhaps the greatest ever 
assembled, battered down the 
Washington Redskins, 1942 cham- 
pions of the National Football 
League, into the soggy turf of 
Northwestern University’s Dyche 
stadium tonight, 27 to 7, before 
90,000 spectators. 

It was the most lopsided defeat 
the professionals have suffered in 
the 10-year history of the series. 

This was the first victory for 
the superbly coached collegians 
since 1938, when they defeated the 
Redskins, 28 to 16, and it was only 
the third time the All-Stars had 
won. 

The collegians scored a touch- 
down in each period, with Wis- 
consin’s Pat Harder, a terrific hit- 
ting fullback, making two touch- 
downs to account for 14 points, for 
he also kicked two points after 
touchdown. 

All their touchdowns were on 
sensational gallops. 


Charley Trippi, Georgia flash, | 


was injured in the third quarter 
on a tackle. He ran superbly in 
one of the Stars’ touchdown drives, 


FIRST PERIOD: The Redskins 
took the kickoff, and Bob Sey- 
mour, hard-hitting fullback, car- 
ried the ball seven straight times 
for 27 yards to the All-Stars’ 38.

Doctors Call 
Penicillin ‘Most 
PotentWeapon’ 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—(4)—The 
National Research Council, in its 
first clinical report on penicillin, 
gave high praise today to the new 
bacteria-killing agent, calling it a 
“most potent weapon.” 

The council’s committee on che- 
motherapeutic and other agents, 
of the Division of Medical 
Sciences, outlined in the Journal 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation the results of 500 cases of 
infection treated with penicillin. 

“Penicillin has been found toe 
be most effective in the treatment 
of staphylococcic, gonococcic, pneu- 
mococcic and hemolytic (blood 
destroying) streptococcus  infec-

“It has been disappointing in| 
the treatment of bacteria endocar- | 
ditis (inflammation of the mem- 
brane lining of the heart).

“Here, then, is a most potent 
weapon in the treatment of sul- 
fonamide resistant gonorrhea, and 
it is not too much to predict that 
penicillin will prove to be one of 
the' most effective agents in the 
treatment of a disease that causes 
great ineffectiveness in the armed 
forces and in the civilian popu- 
lation.” 

The liquid, obtained from 4a 
mold like that which forms on 
bread, can be given by injections 
into a vein, into a muscle or by 
Jocal application, but it is not ef- 
fective when given by mouth, the 
report said. 

The A. M. A. news reported that 
160 quarts of mold culture yields 
10 grams of penicillin, enough for 
esbout 100 doses, and that under
